LONDON, Nov. 28.—Two platoons 
of Sudanese troops at Khartoum mu- 
tinied today, attacked the Khartoum 
hospital and killed three doctors, one 
of whom was British and the other 
two Syrians, according to a “Daily 
Express” dispatch from Cairo.

San Pablo Man 
Gets Fracture 


Of His Skull 


Tony Vallergo, 22, employee of the 
Contra Costa Hogh Company, is at 
the Oakland emergency hospital suf- 
fering with a fractured skull as the 
result of an accident in Oakland 
Thanksgiving morning, when he 
crashed into an automobile at San 
Pablo and Alctraz avenues, while he 
was riding a motorcycle. 

The accident occured, when Burke's 
machine, which Vallergo was follow- 
ing turned suddenly and Vallergo’s 
motorcycle collided with it throwing 
him heavily to the ground. 

Burke took the injured man to the 
Emergency Service Station, Industrial 
hospital at San Pablo anil Univer- 
sity avenucs, Berkeley. 

Although Dr. Charles Berinett, phys- 
ician in charge told Burke that the 
Place was not equipped for such 
cases, Vallergo was left in his charge 
where, according to police, he re- 
ceived treatment only for lacerations.

Many Animals Liberated From 
Stalls Still Roam

At least a dozen, thoroughbred 
horses were burned to cinders. 

Five hundred others, crazed with 
fear, broke from their stalls, ran 
wild over the race course and stamp- 
gied into the MMexican hills. 

Six barns were totally destroyed, 

A check was in progress (carly 
this evening to determine the identi- 
ty of the stampeded animals. 

It was known, however, that Can- 
non Kall and a score of ether high 
class thoroughbreds were «quartered 
in the burned area and were seen 
standing mutely in their stalls while 
dense volumes of smoke rolled around 
them. 

Track and town were 
roar as the fire spread, 

The destroyed barns renvrese 
practically one-fourth of the 
stall capacity of the track. 

Two of the day's races were 
celed because of the catastrophe. 

The blaze is declared to have 
started in barn “S"” while staile 
hands were crowded against the 
watching the running of the 
race.

By the time the fire was discpver- 
' ed, it had gained such headway hat. 
efforts to check it were abandoned, 
avery available hand rushed to re- 
lease the valuable mounts that seem- 
ed doomed to certain destruction. 

Burning timbers, hay, oats and tar 
roofing paper caused such cnormous 
clouds of smoke that alinost every 
etfort made lo save animals was 
nullified. i 

Some of them, 
fused to budge from their stalls. 
Several beatings were adeninistered to 
some to save them, but it was report- 
ed that they would not move. 

Others, panic crazed, waited for 
nothing. They bolted from — stalls 
and tethering lines, galloping madly 
into paddock and race course. 

It. is feared that score of them 
Plunging crazily into the hills will be 
so injured that they will never again 
be of any use. 

The names of five race horses 
Known to have been burned to death 
were learned tonight. They were 
Kilkare and Rungeorge, owned by 
Jack Singleton; Jordan, Cannonball 
and a yearling named Friend Jack 
owned by F. R. Doyle.
